Monarch Primer 
possesses great sealing qualities and builds 
up a film of the proper thickness and over 
which usually only one coat of Monarch 
House Paint is necessary to meet present day 
Federal Housing Administration requirements 
for two - product work.

When ordinary house paints are reduced for 
first coat work, they penetrate deeply into the 
porous wood and leave an unbalanced foun- 
dation film. This unbalanced film permits 
absorption of the oil in the succeeding coats 
thereby detracting from their protective qual- 
ities.
